Boston, Mass., Sept. 13.—Fortified 
by his absolute faith in the Chris­ 
tian Science doctrine of the unreality 
of pain and suffering, Bertram G. 
Spencer, convicted of the m urder of 
Miss Martha B. Blackstone at Spring­ 
field, Mass., March 31, 1910, is fear­ 
lessly and almost cheerfully aw ait­ 
ing his death in the electric chair, 
which, under the term s of the sen­ 
tence pronounced in July, is to take 
place during the 
week 
beginning 
Septem ber lo. 
Bertram G. Spencer, now occupying 
the death cell in the 
Charlestown 
prison, where he is calmly awaiting 
the end, is in many respects one of 
the 
most 
rem arkable 
crim inals 
known 
to 
American 
criminology. 
Psychologists and alienists 
are in­ 
tensely interested in his case and are 
inclined to consider Spencer one of 
the most perfect examples of dual 
personality. 
Spencer is a com paratively young 
man. 
He wag born about thirty-one 
years ago and comes from a good 
family, with a record which shows 
no apparent trace of a crim inal taint. 


He received a good common school 
education, in his boyhood never dis­ 
play ed any evil tendencies and nev­ 
er, so far as is known, associated 
with crim inals of any kind. 
Having 
completed his school course, Spen­ 
cer entered upon a commercial ca­ 
reer and worked for various business 
concerns, making the impression of a 
faithful, honest and capable employe. 
His last position was with a whole­ 
sale provision house in Springfield, 
Mass., where he filled the position of 
shipping clerk, receiving a fair sal­ 
ary which enabled him to maintain 
his joung wife and his two-year-old 
son, whom he idolized, in comfortable 
style. 
He lived on Porter avenue, 
West Springfield, had many 
social 
connections and was generally 
re­ 
spected. 
About four years ago 
Springfield 
and vicinity became the scene of a 
number of burglaries which created 
considerable sensation owing to the 
personality and unusual methods as 
well as the apparent fearlessness of 
the man who committed them. The 
burglar, according to the statem ents 
of his victims, seemed to be a man 
of education and, in a manner gen­ 
tlemanly in his deportment.

victims accepted the situation with 
good grace and parted with 
their 
money and other valuables without 
protests, the burglar treated 
-them 
with 
great 
consideration, 
chatting 
pleasantly with them, while he care­ 
fully selected his plunder. 
If they 
were unruly, he made short shift, by 
gagging them and tying them to bed­ 
posts, wardrobes, doors, etc. 
The 
“gentlem an-burglar” never manifest­ 
ed fear of being discovered in his 
work by the police, but he was evi­ 
dently determined not to take any 
risk of being caught. 
One man, who 
tried to escape to give an alarm, was 
shot down by the burglar before he 
had reached the door. 
No trace of 
the burglar was found by the po­ 
lice, although he committed twenty- 
four burglaries and hold-ups within 
a space of two years. 


On the evening of March 31, 1910, 
a burglar entered the house of Mrs. 
Dow in Springfield through a win­ 
dow and, revolver in hand and his 
face 
hidden behind a black 
cloth, 
appeared at the door of a room where 
Mrs. Dow’, h er two daughters and 
their guest, Miss Martha B. Black­ 
stone, were engaged in working over 
a picture puzzle. The women scream ­ 
ed when they saw the intruder and 
ran into the next room, but were 
halted by the command of the burg­ 
lar. 
Miss Blackstone, 
disregarding 
the command, ran screaming toward 
the door, when the burglar shot her 
through the heart, k illing; her in­ 
stantly. One of the daughters of Mrs. 
Dow’, who also tried to escape, was 
severely wounded by another shot. 


A licket, containing the pictures 
of two women, which was found on ' 
the lawn of a house visited by the 
same burglar, was identified as the 
property of Spencer and he was ar­ 
rested on suspicion. 
He made a full 
confession of his numerous burglar­ 
ies and of having killed Miss Black­ 
bine, after a great deal incrim inat­ 
ing evidence had been found in his 
house. 
He was indicted for murder 
and pleaded insanity. 
The alienists 
appointed 
by 
the 
court 
reported 
Spencer insane and he was sent to 
the hospital for the crim inal insane 
at Bridgewater, where he remained 
to the time of his trial, which began 
att Springfield November 
13, 
1911. 
spencer created wild scenes during 
the trial and was convicted of murder 
in the first degree on November 25, 
1911. 
Appeals proved without avail 
and on July 2, 1912, Judge John C. 
Crosby, of the superior 
court 
in 
Springfield, 
pronounced 
the 
death 
sentence. 
During his confinement in 
jail Spencer became 
interested 
in 
Christian Science and under the in­ 
fluence of its doctrines lost 
every 
trace of fear of death.
